PROGRAM DETAILS 

BANJO. BAS from ANTIC 12/84, is by 
Richard Lindgrsn. Use the keyboard to 
play 11 different B-note patterns far 
13 chords. An on-screen diagram tells 
you that 1,2,3,4,Q,W,E,R,A,S,D,F,Z,X, 
C, & V keys play chords; and 7, 8, 9,0, 
U,I,Q,P,J,K, !< L play B-note picking 
patterns.' [OPTION]/ [SELECT] speed up 
& slow down. [START] will Start/stop. 
Look it up for more information. 

CARDEMO is a short DEMO of a four 
cylinder motor and car (a Porsche??). 


It's from Steve Hof fee of LAPD (LAKE 
ALMANOR PD). For best results run it 
without BASIC (use DOS "L"). Note the 
cylinder color changes in the cycle. 

EASYFIND is a DB program for easy 
retrieval of text- you create records 
with any word processor ! I wrote the 
EASYFIND.DOC to explain its features, 
Si use. It’s by Jim Siemion; from the 
5/B7 ANALOG (#54). 

EXTEND. BAS creates an alternative 
DIRectory (EXTDIRNM.DAT) on the disk. 
It allows filenames of 30 characters, 
of any type (Nos., blanks, etc.). It 
RUNss BASIC files with one key stroke. 
BINARY files also display- but do not 
RUN. Copy it to another disk; RUN it, 
and follow the prompts. From ANALOG 
#27 (2/B5) by Roland S. Chan. It's on 
the back of this disk (it has no A). 

ROULETTE is by Michael Pemberton, 
from ANTIC 2/89. It’s the best one I 
have seen. You place bets (11 kinds) 
just as if you were in a casino; then 
press [START] to spin the wheel. The 
prompts/comments are quite clear. 

SAB. BAS:- a J.R. Payne Game, with 
instructions. It’s a J/S workout! 

SAUCER. BAS- is a straight-forward 
shoot-em-up by James Catalano, from 
ANTIC (1/89). Your launcher has only 
fifty missiles to fire. You score 100 
points far every saucer you hit, plus 
a 1000 paints bonus every five. Move 
the launcher left and right with your 
Joy/Stick. You can only hit a saucer 
when it’s directly above the launcher 
(it turns white). The Game ends when 
all missiles are fired 

The group of EDUcational programs 
on the back of this disk, is from the 
Bellcom library. They’re called ESI 
(Earth Sciences #1)- St all are marked 
with a A. To RUN them, boot the back 
with BASIC; or use FULMENU to RUN the 
BASIC program SCIMENU.SYS. All files 
have been made Non-Li stabl e ! ! A fine 
geological S< paleological exercise!
